| Chairs andor Pedestrians 
Inconvenienced. 


A DANGEROUS BOULDER. 


Just before the tiffin hour yes- 
terday, another small landslide 
ceeurred in Glenealy at a point 
just above the path leading to tle 
Roman Catholic Cathedral. Earth 
came down from just below the 
upper path leading from Glenealy 
into the public gardens. This 
path was blocked by a fall of éarth 
and small rocks last year, and has 
not yet been cleared. 

’ The fall yesterday affected the 
foot of the steepest gradient of 
Glenealy running parallel with, the 

ravine. The pathway was com- 
pletely obstructed for a space of 
about' two yards, the earth piling 
up to a height of about two feet 
at the centre of the obstruction. 
It was impossible for chairs to get 
past and residents of Robinson 
and Conduit Roads had to proceed 
to and from town via the Cathe- 
dral compound and up.the path- 
way leading’ past the back of St. 
Joseph’s Building to’ Robinson 

This morning, : the obstruction 
was partially removed and chairs 
and pedestrians have resumed 
using the path to the upper levela,

ANTIQUITIES, 


SHIPMENT TO UNITED 
"STATES. 


The Treisury 
the United States ‘Government ‘has 
made an-announeement of new re- 
gulations concerning the shipment 
of antiquities which will -be of 
great interest to many shippers. 

Paragraph' No. 181b of the 
Variff Act’ of | 1930 provides for 
free entry of works of art, except 
rugs and ‘carpets made after the 
year 1700, collections in illustra- 
tion of the progress of the arts, 
works in bronze, marble, : terra 
cotta, parian, pottery, or porce- 
lain, artistic antiquities, and ob- 
jects. of art’of ornamental char- 
acter or educational value which 
shall have been produced prior to 
the year 1830 subject to such re- 
gulations as to proof of antiquity 
ax the Secretary of the Treasury 
inny prescribe, The. Act also pro- 
vides ‘that if any such article, 
when imported for purposes of 
sale, is rejected as unauthentic 
in respect ta ‘the’ antiquity claim. 
ed ‘as a basis of free entry, a 
duty of 25 per cent.-of the value 
of such article will be payable in 
addition. to other duty imposed by 
law upon such article. 

In the absence of authority 
from the Department, no article 
claimed to be free of duty under 
paragraph 1811 as an artistic an: 
Uquity and found upon examina- 
‘thon tobe unauthentic with .res- 
pect to the Antiquity claimed as 
the basis for free entry, shall be 
released until the additional duty 
ot 25. per cent. provided in Sec: 
tion 489 shall have been deposit- 
ed, ‘All petitions for relief from 
the payment of the ‘25 per cent. 
additional duty on the ground 
that the article was not. impoct- 
ed for ‘sale, together with the evi- 
Vence in support thereof. (which 
shall includes an affidavit of the 
importer) shall be: submitted to 
the Department for instructions. 

The following ports have been 
designated as ports of entry for 
all articles enumerated jn Para- 
graph -No, ‘1811 which may he 
classed as furniture: 


“New York, N.Y.; “Boston, 
Mang.; Philadelphia, Pa:; Bal- 
timore, Md; New Orleans, 
La.; San Francisco, Calif; 

, Seattle, Wash.; and Los An- 
eles, Calif. ' 


Such furniture may riot be enter. 
‘ed, examined or appraised ‘at any 
ather. port, but, may bé entered at 
any port for immediate transpor- 
tation In bond to a port-of entry 
for’ antique furniture, *' 

‘For the purpose ..of these re- 
culations “furniture” ‘is defined 
as “movable articles of conveni- 
ence or decoration.’ designed for 
use in furnishing a house, apart- 
ment, place of business or of ac- 
commodation.” This definition 
embraces most articles claimed to 
be free of duty.as artistic anti. 
quitiés ‘and’ should any article be 
offered for entry elsewhere :than 
at one of the ports for the entry 
of antique furniture, on the 
ground that it ts not furniture, 
the facts including a complete 
description of the article, shoul?! 
be reported to the, Department for 
instructions.

ANTIGUA. _ 


- WHERE NELSON LIVED AND. 
“MARRIED.” 


Publishing’ a photograph’ of a 
group:of buildings in the island of 
Antigua, in the Leeward Islands; 
which are among the most re- 
markable of the surviving relics 
of the British Navy of Nelson's 
day, The Times points out that 
the chief among them is the Ad- 
miral’s House, where Nelson lived 
in 1786 and 1787. He was at that 
time Senior Captain on the sta- 
tion, commanding ¥.M.S. Boreas, 
and was Acting Admiral and Com- 


mander-in-Chief after the depar-' 


ture for England in 1786 of Ad- 
miral Sir Richard Hughes, The 


‘future King William TV. came out 


to the station in.the same year, 
as Captain, of H.M.S. Pegasus, 
and when, in March, 1787, Nelson 
married ‘Mrs, Nishit, Prince 
William gave the bride away. .On 
the hillside opposite the dockyard 
a house was built for Prince 
William, “Clarence House” still 
stands and is now the: summer 
residence of the Governor. Nelson 
revisited Antigua again and sailed 
from English Harbour for the last 
time on the long chase of Admiral 
‘| Villeneuve, which was the prelude 
to Trafalgar. 

The other buildings of the dock- 
yard were most of them practical 
: orkshops. ' The ‘visitor who 
passes the porter’s lodge and 
guard house which stand on either 
side of the main gates sees « long 
room which formerly held the 
paint and tar and pitch for caulk- 
ing ships. The rings which the 
bases of the heavy casks formed 
on the escaping. pitch stil] mark 
the floor. The Mast house and 
Joiners’ loft, the . Engineers’ 
workshop and the Blacksmith’s 
shop all-remain ‘just as they were 
inthe great days of the West 
Indian Station. The Cordage, 
Canvas and Clothing store’ con. 
tains. some of the. original wooden 
capstans, of imménse size, and 
the Copper and Lumber store is 
still full of pieces of copper and 
lead. , Anchors and massive caul- 
drons for boiling the pitch, old 
cannon ‘used as posts and the 
round stone pillars of a great boat 
house, all bear evidence to the 
vigorous past of Anigua as 9 
naval base. But the most striking 
building after the Admiral's 
House is the long building that 
was once the officers’. quarters. 
is of timber, 


stone and was constructed to hold 
at need: a hundred tons of water, 
conveyed by pipes, which:are still 
; lin working order, to'the ships by 
the quayside. The timber part of 
the officers’ quarters was badly in- 
jured by a hurricane in 1928, and 
the authorities of, the island are 
how ‘taking steps to prevent tha 
collapse of many of the buildings. 
The Governor of the Leeward 
Islands, Colone! St. 
has been successful in recovering 
some of the old pieces of furniture 
which were sold off by auction to 
the inhabitants of the island many 


jyears ago, and. the Admiral’z

Baloeran, which left 
Southampton in mail week on her 
second voyage to Sumatra and 
Java. She is 
andis to he jointed next March by 
a sister ship. ‘The Buloeran is by 
far the largest Dutch motorship, |, 
says the Journal of Commerce. 

The voyage from Rotterdam to 
Batavia is achieved in.four weeks 
and the maiden round voyage was 
a,marked success, Both the com- 
mander (Captain W. Boon) and 
the chief engineer (Mr. H. 
Jansen) expressed yreat satisfac- 
tion. with the ship. 

The engine-room is in its way 
as much a work of art as the 
spacious public rogms and cabins. 
‘A note of quiet comfort is sound- 
ed throughout the ship, all the de- 
corations are original and worthy 
of a nation with so great an art 
history as Holland. Her service 
speed is 16 knots, but. she often 
did 19 knots on her maiden voy- 
age; such a reserve of power is 
very valuable on this service and 
places the Baloeran at the head of 
her class,

A systematic examination of the 
Isham papers is being'carried out 
by Mr. Gyles Isham, gon of the pre- 
gent. owner of Lamport, and every 
month some new document of en- 
thralling interest comes to light. 

One of, Mr, Isham’s most recent 
finds is an ‘autographed letter by 
Lord Burleigh, while in the samo 
portfolio as Bishop Townson's letter 
there was found the following poem 
with Sir Walter: Raleigh's “name

* HISTORIC CLAIMS. 


“Domum Day" ‘at’. Win- 
chéster, the, emotions - that 
underlje ‘the < annual, .. ceré- 
monies hold a fresh ‘significance, 
writes Herbert Chitty in The Times. 
The soil .and freehold’ of St. 
Catherine's” Hill, that much-beloved 
conteal mount and ancient play- 
ground, known to Wykehamists by 
the terser but more expansive name 
of “Hills,” will henceforth be. the 
property df ‘Winchester College 
and thus the privilege of resorting 
to the hill, which the School has 
enjoyed for centuries; but upon a 
sdmewwat vague Basis, becomes con- 
verted into an indefeasible right. 
Chalk pit, trench, labyrinth, domum 
cross, misery corner and the crown- 
ing slump of beech, will all be theirs. 

The hill has been ecclesiastical 
property for thirteen hundred years, 
for it stands” within the parish of 
Chileombe, and Cfiileombe was part 
of the wide area of Innds, with which 
King Kineyils endowed the Church 
of Wessex, But we are.taken back by 
archieology yet inother thousand, 
years, when we study the history of 
the hill as it is elucidated by three 
Wykchamists, Messrs. Hawkes, 
Myres and Stevens, in a volume 
recently published by the Hampshire 
Field Club, In the Early Iron Age 
it was long occupied ‘by Celts, a race 
which preferred hill-tops to valleys 
for their settlements. Their occu- 
pation of it, in varying states of 
defence, may be roughly dated as 
lasting from 500 to 160 B.C.: it 
ended in a violent destruction of the 
whole settlement, perhaps ‘by the 
Belgac, when they came to establish 
themselves on what is now the site 
of the city of Winchester. They in 
their turn were subdued by the 
Romans. It is amusing to note that’ 
in 1785 the trench was deemed by 
Tom Warton to be the work of the 
Danes, and that some 50° years ago 
the details of the encampment ‘were 
expounded * to the present writer 
upon the theory that it bad ‘been 
fortified by a Roman. legion.: . 


‘The Chapel.on the Hill, 


The hill took its name from the 
chapel, dedicated to St. Catharine 
of Alexandria, which stood in 
medieval 
The earliegt, document in which 
there js-an indisputable reference to 
this chapei is a quit-claim made by 
Edward I. to Bishop Pontissara in 
1284; the property quit-claimed in- 
cluded ‘the advowson of the church 
of Chilcombe, with the chapel of 
St. Catharine.‘ It i3 true that 
Domesday Book ascribes no fewer 
than nine, “churches | to ‘Chilsombe, 
but a satisfactory list’ of them can 
be drawn up without recourse to the 
.fehapel, For the date at which it 
was "built we have.to rely, in the 
absence of documents, upon the dis- 
coveries due to the recent .excava- 
tions, with the . inferences to be 
drawn from-them, : 

The excavations, since covered up 
again revealed the chapel as a large 
aisle-lesa cruciform building, which 
incorporated within its chancel an 
older oratory of small dimensions, 
‘and there was an adjunct which 
probably provided lodging for a 
priest, It is suggested for architec- 
tural reasons that this large chapel 
was erected at some date between 
1110.and 1125, and this suggestion 
‘squares with what is known of the 
cult of St. Catherine. Introduced 
into England as a result of the First 
Crusade, her cult quickly became 
popular, and during the twelfth 


On 


¢entury: many chapels were. bdullt}: 


upon hill-tops and dedicated to the 
saint whose body had been miracul- 
ously buried on Mount Singi. 

Tho chapel disappeared * ‘in Re- 
formation times, but how is uncer- 


‘tain, Leland in his Itinerary atates; 


but only from hearsay, that it had 


been endowed with lands.and had’ 


been suppressed by Cardinal Wolsey. 
But no document can.be adduced in 
aupport of cither of” these state- 
ments, and as ‘Tegards “Thomas 
Wolsey; it may be that “hearsay ‘had 
confused. with. him a man-of. some- 
What. similar . names.- . Thomas 
Wriothesley,- afterwards Earl of 
Solithampton, had in. 1588 .a- lense 
from'the "monks of St. -“Swithun 
which ‘included the chapel and. the

It waa once an article of faith 
with Wykehamists that the School 
had been playing - on “Hills” ever 
since Its foundation by . Wykeham. 
But modern writers are inclined to 
trent the custom. as post-Reforma- 
tion. The earllest'evidence for it 
occurs in the Latin themes which 
Christopher’ Johnson, the 
bethan head master, 
pupils’ benefit about the’ year 1565: 
he sald that’ it was no new thing for 
‘boys ‘to shirk games on “Hills.” 
This may -be thought ‘to prove that 
the habit of playing there was. itself 
no new thing, * But if a “school cus: 
tom be as’ much as 20 years old; its 
origin isoften “lost in antiquity.” 

A lively account of this particular 
custom, as it existed in 1647, when 
the hill was: the only playground 
available for the boys, is preserved 
in the Latin poem written by Robert 


Mathew, then a scholar of the Col-|' 


lege. On Tuesdays and Thursdays 
the school processed to the. hill be- 
fore breakfast and again after the 
midday dinner, and their games in- 
eluded quoits, handball, bat-and-ball, 
and football; they were confined 
within the trench until Prefect of 
Hall cried “Domum” as signal for 
the homeward march. .The later 
histary of the custom, its develop- 
ments, its decline and fall, and its 
abolition by Dr; Ridding in 1868, 
are fully narrated in’ the late A. K, 
Cook’s book, “About 
College,” whith is a far-reaching 
commentary on Muathey's poem, 
Briefly, the main causes of its fall 
were the superior ‘attractions of 
“Meads,” when this part of the col- 
loge grounds. had been ceded by the, 
Warden and Fellows to the school, 
and the growth during the first half 
vf the nineteenth century in the 
organisation of cricket and other 
games, i 

In 1894, to preserve the ‘memory 
of the custom and also the rights 
claimed in connection with it, Dr.

The Prince of Wales recently had 
a. big room in St, James's Palace 
temporarily ‘converted -into a cinema 
so that he could show hia friends the 
films‘ taken on his recent African 
hunting trip. 4 

But that ‘is ‘not the first time 
cinemas’ have been improvised’ in 
queer and. unlikely places, for occa- 
sionally command performances of 
films have been given before the

British cinema ‘owners are s0/ 
much in the grip of American film 
electrical interests that a “strike” 
could only end ignominiously for 
them, 

The ‘fact that the timid British 
exhibitor has been moved to threaten 
his American masters affords con- 
vincing proof of the prophecy de- 
finitely made by me that American 
talkies would 
autumn. 

Enormous Losses. ' 


Cinema owners outside the large i 


circuits have sustained enormous 
losses, chiefly owing to the system 
of guarantee which American dis- 


tributors have been able to Impose |: 


on them. 
Under this system the theatre. 
owner is compelled to sign a con- 
tract to pay to the American dis- 
tributor half, or more, of, the thea- 
tre’s takings, and also'to guarantee 
& substantial sum whether the film 
fs successful or not. 
This iniquitous system, ‘only pos- 
gible while America had an absolute 
monopoly, is the crux of the protest 
made by the group of independent 
theatre owners associated with the 
“boycott” threat, : 
If they succeed 


“guarantee ‘against loss” system, it 
will be for the extremely significant 
reason that, simultaneously with the 
decline in favour of American 
talkies, there has been an undoubted 
rise in the popularity of British 
talkies. ;. a 
‘ Provincial’ Boom. 


It is a fact that British’ talkies tn 
the provinces a njoying “ what 
could fairly be called-a boom, ~ 


That phenomenon would not be’ 
noticeable . in London, because in 
London nearly all -the Important 
theatres are American-owned, o¢ 
under American control, and British 
talkies ‘are not featured, but in the 
provinces they are playing to in- 
creasing business, and the fact has 
not been . overlooked by watchful 
American distributors. 

One ofthese, the Metro-Goldwyn 
company, owners of the Empire 
Theatre; have booked a. British
